Be it enacted by the General Assemb~y of the State of Iowa: 

SECTION 1. Amount appropriated-how expended. That the sum of eight 
hundred seventy-five dollars ($875) be appropriated from the funds of the 

• state treasury not otherwise appropriated, to pay the deficit in the fund of 
the state board of health bacteriological laboratory, as provitled for in chapter 
113, laws of the Thirty-first General Assembly. The appropri1tion hereby 
made shall be expended in the manner provided in section two thousand five 
hundred and seventy-five (2575) of the code. 

SEC. 2. In effect. This act, being deemed of immediatc imro:-tanc,e, shall 
be in force and take effect from and after its publication in'the Rt'gister and 
Leader and the Des Moines Capital, newspapers published at Des l\Ioines, Iowa.

AN ACT making appropriations for the Iowa state college of agriculture aDd mechanic 
arts, the state university and the state normal school. 

Be it enacted by tile General Assembly of the State of Iowa: 

SECTION '1. Agricultura.l college. There is hereby appropriated to the 
Iowa state college of agriculture and mechanic arts out of any money in the 
state treasury not otherwise appropriated the sum of one hundred thirty-five 
thousand dollars ($135,000) annually hereafter for support fund; for the sup­
port of the experiment station the sum of twenty-five thousand dollars ($25,-
000) annually hereafter; for the support af the engineering experiment sta­
tion the sum of three thousand five hundred dollars ($3,500) annually here­
after; for the purchase of booIes and periodicals the sum of two thousand fo~r 
hundred dollars ($2,400) annually herpafter; fO'l' good roads experimentation 
the sum of five thousand dollars ($5,000) annually hereafter; and for con­
tingent nnd repair fund the sum of twenty-three thonsand dollars ($23,000) 
annually hereafter. Said sums to be paid in qnarterly installments on order 
of the trustees. The first installment to be payable June 30, 1907. . 

SEC. 2. Sta.te university. There is hereby appropriated to the state nni­
versity out of any money in the state treasury not otherwise appropriated, for 
the support of said university. the sum of two hundred five thousand five hun­
dred dollars ($205,500) annually hereafter; and for the repair and contingent 
fund the snm of seven thousand five hundred dollars ($7,500) annually here­
after. Said sums to be paid in quarterly installments on order of the board 
af regents of aaid university. The first installment to be payable June 
3Ot1', 1907. 
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SEC. 3. State normal school. There is hereby appropriated to the state 
normal school out of any money in the state treasury not otherwise appro· 
priated, for payment of teachers, the sum of seventy-seven thousand five hun· 
dred dollars ($77,500) annually hereafter; and for contingent and repair fund 
the sum of thirty-four thousand dollars ($34,000) annually hereafter. Said 
sums to be paid quarterly on order of the board of trustees. The first install· 
ment to be payable June 30, 1907. There is further appropriated to the state 
normal school out of any money in the state treasury not otherwise appropri. 
ated, the sum of eight thousand dollars ($8,000) annually hereafter, for the 
Bummer term, which sum·shall be paid on the first day of July of each year on 
the order of the board of trustees. The first installment to be payable July 
1st. 1907. . 

SEO. 4. Pa.id in quarterly installments. The permanent annual appropria. 
tions herein provided for shall take the place of, and be in lieu of, all other 
permanent annual appropriations heretofore made to the Iowa state college 
of agriculture and mechanic arts, the state university and the state normal 
school, and the sum appropriated shall be paid in quarterly installments, ex· 
cept as otherwise provided herein, on the order of the trustees, the board of 
regents and the board of trustees of their respective institutions. The 1lrat 
installment to be payable June 30, 1907. 

SEO. 5. Existing appropria.tions. Nothing in this act shall be construed 
to. in any manner, affect any existing appropriations until June 30, 1907. at 
which time any sums of money drawn by either of the above named institu­
tions shall be drawn under the provisions of this act and not of any former 
provisions . 

. SEC. 6. In effect. This [act], being deemed of immediate importance, shall 
take effect and be in force from and after the date of its publication after 
April 1, 1907, and [in] the Des Moines Capital and the Register and Leader, 
newspapers published in the city of Des l\Ioines, Iowa. .

SECTION 1. Other appropriation acts not affected. That section four (4) 
of an act of the Thirty-second General Assembly, entitled "An act making 
appropriations for the Iowa state college of agriculture and mechanic arts, 
the st'lte university, and the state normal school. and known as senate file 
No. i7" be amended by adding thereto the following: "Provided, this act 
shall not repeal or in any wise affect any other act of the Thirty-second 
General Assembly making an appropriation or appropriations for said insti-
tutions or either of them." . 
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
